Rules of the road for 
emergency vehicles 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

The Agawam Fire Department reminds motorists 
that the law requires they pull to the right-hand curb to 
allow emergency vehicles to pass. Failure to do so 
can cause serious accidents or delays in arriving at 
the scene of an emergency. 

When you hear sirens or see red lights, pull to the 
right side of the road and stop. If you cannot move 
right, move in any direction that will allow the emer¬ 
gency vehicle through. Look first before moving. If 
there is no place to move, sit tight. 

Following an emergency vehicle may seem excit¬ 
ing, but, in reality, is dangerous both to the emer¬ 
gency personnel and to yourself. Emergency vehicles 
often have to stop suddenly, and someone following 
too close could become involved in an accident and 
emergency personnel could be injured when attempt¬ 
ing to get out of their vehicles to respond to the call. 

Please heed the warning posted on the back of 
most fire engines, which states that vehicles behind 
them should be at least 50 feet behind them. 

If you are a pedestrian and hear sirens, stay on the 
curb. Do not step into the street, even after the emer¬ 
gency vehicle has passed. There may be more fol¬ 
lowing at a distance. 

Keep children close to you. They may try to dart 
out to see the fire truck or ambulance.

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Letters To The Editor 

It’s tough to do 
business in Agawam 

To the Editor: 

V & F Auto has provided auto repair service and 
sold auto parts to our customers at our Springfield 
Street location since 1988. We have been a good cor¬ 
porate citizen, paying our taxes, improving the 
appearance of our property and making quarterly 
donations to the school system. 

For many years we have wanted to add a used car 
sales component to our business. Recently, the prop¬ 
erty across the street from our current location, the 
corner of Harding and Springfield Streets, became 
available for sale. At the same time, the assets of a 
used car business (Agawam Auto) was up for sale. 

I called the building inspector and told him I want¬ 
ed to buy the assets of Agawam Auto and move the 
used car business to the Harding Street location. He 
told me that it would never fly, it would not pass the 
City Council and a used car license had never been 
transferred from one location to another. He suggest¬ 
ed that I purchase and operate the business at 855 
Springfield Street for six months or so and then go 
back to the City Council and ask for a transfer to 
Harding Street. It did not make sense to me that we 
should have to jump through these hoops to achieve 
the same result. I-also did not want to apply for a 
license transfer.in.front of the City Council, tell them 
that I was going to operate at 855 Springfield Street 
when I had no intention of doing so. 

The building inspector seemed to get upset and 
asked why I had to set precedence. I informed him I 
was not trying to set a precedence, I just wanted to be 
up front and honest. I then contacted several mem¬ 
bers of the City Council. The response was positive. 
No one could see a problem with transferring the 
license from one location to another. At a meeting on 
August 19, 2002, the licensing sub-committee voted 
3-0 in favor of recommending the transfer to the full 
council. A few days later, I got a call from the chair¬ 
man of the licensing sub-committee telling me that 
she may have made a mistake and they needed to do 
research and recall the meeting. 

The reason she believed that they might have 
made a mistake was the Building Department notified 
her that there was a waiting list for used car licenses. 
Within the next week or so, we had another meeting 
where the sub-committee reviewed all the research. 
At that meeting, we were informed.(by a retiring build¬ 
ing department employee) that the list was an idea 
and a policy they have been going by for many years 
and was never officially put into ordinance. It was also 
made clear that we were not trying to circumvent the 
list (of which our name still remains) for the next free 
license that becomes available, but we were purchas¬ 
ing an existing business that anyone could have 
negotiated to buy. 

The sub-committee reviewed all other concerns 
and found that their original vote of 3-0 in favor of the 
recommendation would stand. We then acted on the 
advice of the sub-committee to get all site plans and 
approvals for the Harding Street location (which was 
a substantial investment). The site plan was approved 
for 21 cars through the Building Department and 
Planning Board. At this time, the Clerk’s Office 
refused to process the application. After many discus¬ 
sions and several sub-committee meetings later, we 
were told that the License Sub-Committee would not 
recommend our application and we were advised to 
fill out an application to own and operate the business 
at 855 Springfield Street (the building inspector’s orig¬ 
inal idea). 

With our second application, I filed the plot plan for 
855 Springfield Street that was on file with the Town 
of Agawam since 1997, which showed a proposed 
garage. On February 24, 2003, the City Council 
(which is the licensing authority) held a public hearing 
on my application to transfer the Class II car license 
to me at its existing location at 855 Springfield Street.

The members of the City Council discussed the build¬ 
ing inspector’s recommendation that the property be 
in compliance with the plot plan on file since 1997. 

There was also a discussion about the plot plan 
showing a “proposed garage.” At that time, we 
informed the council we had a garage at 443 
Springfield Street and that if building a garage at 855 
Springfield Street was going to be a condition of the 
transfer of the license, then I did not want them to 
approve my application. The City Council voted 9-1-1 
to approve my application for the transfer of the 
license without adopting the building inspector’s rec¬ 
ommendation that a garage be built. The City Council, 
as part of its vote, directed that the old license be 
turned in and the property was to conform to building 
code and town zoning ordinances. 

After the expiration of the 10-day period for appeal 
in the statute, I made a payment for the purchase of 
the said business at 855 Springfield Street and was 
provided with the original license. We then turned the 
license into the clerk’s office. Several days later, we 
tried to acquire the new license in our name pursuant 
to the City Council’s order number PH-2003-2 TO- 
2203-10 and were told we could not have it because 
the building inspector would not sign off on the 
license. We are now told that if we don't build a build¬ 
ing at 855 Springfield Street (where we don’t own the 
real estate), the building inspector will not sign off on 
the license that was ordered to us by the licensing 
authority. It is now June and we are still without our 
license. 

These are just highlights (really lowlights) of what 
we have gone through this past year. We want the cit¬ 
izens of Agawam to know how difficult it is to do busi¬ 
ness in this town. We have worked hard to achieve 
this transfer. It seems that with every effort that we 
made, another obstacle was put in our way. We also 
want the citizens of this town to know that if we end 
up suing the town for this license, it is only after we 
tried every other course of action.

How about minor league 
baseball in Agawam??? 

To the Editor: 

While I don’t necessarily disagree with last week's 
letter, “Town officials need to do more about empty 
plaza,” I think it’s also fair to say that in today’s eco¬ 
nomic climate, it might be easier said than done. 

With many long established malls and higher pro¬ 
file shopping centers firmly in place and just a short 
drive away, the Agawam shopping center seems to 
have lost the luster it once had as a prime retail loca¬ 
tion. Unable to attract another anchor department or 
grocery store chain for several years now, it appears 
destined to be relegated to, at best, strip mall status, 
where vagabond outlets come and go and, at worst, 
what it is now, a ghost shopping center whose time 
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has passed. 

Bearing this in mind and at the risk of being called 
crazy by some and perhaps vilified by others, I would 
like to suggest what to some might be a dirty word. 
Stadium! Yes, as in minor league baseball. 

Imagine the current property as is with the bank 
and all Walnut St. Ext. business left intact, but the old 
Food Mart complex and former Ames building gone. 
Now imagine the old Games & Lanes building gone 
and that property turned into parking. Then picture the. 
footprint of a minor league field with 5,000 to 6,000 
seats somewhere in the open parcel with plenty left 
for stadium parking. The neighborhood, with its small¬ 
er retail, commercial, light industry and restaurant fla¬ 
vor, would be a good fit. 

Ballpark lighting at night would be no more offen¬ 
sive than shopping areas past. Crowd noise would 
probably have a very minimal effect on few, if any, 
residents from that spot. Traffic to and from the game 
would be routed directly over the bridge to West 
Springfield and down Main Street to Route 57 and 
would never disturb Agawam Center to speak of or 
anywhere else in town to any great degree. 

Now, suppose our current administration took a 
very informal poll among city residents, much like 
what was recently done in Springfield, to see if such 
an idea was palatable. If it was, perhaps Agawam 
could then put a message out across the region that 
it might be interested in the formation of a corporate 
alliance among members of the area’s business and 
financial communities to explore ways of privately 
funding such a project for the benefit of all. 

At the same time, make minor league officials 
aware of what would be happening. See what they 
think. Seek out their help and advice. And try to bring 
Springfield’s baseball proponents on board with their 
experience and help. After all, one of the major rea¬ 
sons Springfield could not make it happen was the 
fact that they really never had and may never have, a 
place to build it. 

However, at the opposite end of the Memorial Ave. 
corridor from downtown Springfield, Agawam might 
have what no other area city does. Beneath the old 
buildings at the Agawam shopping center lies a natu¬ 
ral resource that the entire region could enjoy. A sta¬ 
dium site. 

It’s not oil and it’s not gold, but it could be magic!

In this time of fiscal crisis, I believe it is imperative 
for city leaders to support the platform of the 
Massachusetts Coalition for Healthy Communities. 

Municipal leaders, civic activists, union representa¬ 
tives, teachers, firemen,, police, parents, and senior 
citizens in need of services should make for natural 
allies of the Massachusetts Coaltion for Healthy 
Communities. The preservation of city services, 
expansion of educational access, improvement of 
educational outcomes, extension of sewer services, 
and enhancement of senior services and affordable 
housing are all popular goals, each in desperate need 
of increased funding.

Sheriff Ashe wins 
national “Points 
of Light” Award 

The Hampden County Sheriff’s Department was 
one of two non-profits in the nation awarded a 2003 
Points of Light Foundation National Family Volunteer 
Award on June 10th in Baltimore, Maryland. 

The Sheriff’s Department received this award for 
the Mother/Child Connection program, a family litera¬ 
cy program begun by Sheriff Michael J. Ashe, Jr. in 
1993 and coordinated by the department’s education 
program and women’s unit.

Thus, the Mother/Child Connection 
Program provides structured quality visiting time 
supervised by trained staff; encourages women to 
learn and practice healthy parenting skills; and 
encourages literacy skills for all. 

In addition, the program models reading aloud to 
mothers; models simple, low cost learning activities;

families to local community resources; and provides a 
structured visit for families to strengthen bonds 
stressed by the anxiety caused by separation. 

The ultimate goal is to help families develop 
healthy behaviors and for mothers to avoid re-offense 
in the future. Approximately 20 volunteers help out by 
transporting the children to visits; being in attendance 
during visits; donating materials; and organizing liter¬ 
acy events.

Organic and natural 

Question: What is the difference between organic 
and natural? 

Answer: Organic is having either animal or veg¬ 
etable life while natural refers to a product that is only 
minimally processed and contains no artificial ingredi¬ 
ents or added color. 

The United States Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) has regulated the use of the word "organic" 
on food items. As of October 21, 2002, the new law 
states that all organic products must include the 
phrase “Certified organic by ...” and list the name of 
the qualifying agent (ohe that’s pre-approved by the 
USDA). Items labeled 100 percent organic contain 
100 percent certified organic ingredients. 

To be certified, the ingredients must get an annual 
on-site inspection at the farm where the items grow to 
make sure that the former is not using prohibited 
materials like pesticides. An organic designation 
means that at least 95 percent or more (by weight) of 
organic ingredients are used. If an item uses the 
made with organic ingredients designation, it must 
contain at least 70 percent organic ingredients. (Items 
with 71 percent ingredients or more will be able to use 
the USDA organic seal.) You may also see items 
labeled with the phrase some organic ingredients, 
which means that organic ingredients make up 70 
percent or less of the item. 

The USDA has not regulated the use of the term 
"natural."

“Adopt-A-Shelter- 
Cat” Month at the 
Spfld. MSPCA 

Because so many cats are not spayed or neutered, 
each spring the nation’s shelters are overflowing with 
a multitude of kittens. By June, the Springfield 
MSPCA Animal Shelter faces the same challenge - 
there is not enough room for all of the cats and kittens 
received at the shelter, nor are there enough homes 
available for all of them. 

The MSPCA estimates there are up to one million 
unowned, free-roaming cats in Massachusetts alone. 
These numbers are so large, they are hard to imag¬ 
ine. But it is not hard to imagine the suffering of each 
individual animal and it is not hard to do something to 
help prevent that suffering. 

The best way to help prevent overpopulation is to 
make sure your pet is spayed or neutered. The pro¬ 
cedure, performed painlessly under anesthesia, is the 
best and safest way to stop adding to the pet popula¬ 
tion. If you have already spayed or neutered you own 
pet but would still like to assist, the MSPCA is accept¬ 
ing donations to subsidize the cost of spay/neuter sur¬ 
geries for those who need assistance. 

In addition to spaying and neutering, the MSPCA 
recommends that pet owners keep their cats safely 
indoors. Indoor cats are likely to live twice as long 
because they are not exposed to the outdoor dan¬ 
gers, such as getting hit by a car, contracting dis¬ 
eases, being poisoned, or conflicting with wildlife or 
other pets. - • 

The public' is encouraged to consider adopting a 
shelter cat or kitten in observance of Adopt-A-Shelter- 
Cat Month at 171 "Union Street in Springfield. Cat 
information will' be bn display, and a Cat Stats chart in 
the Shelter lobby will compare the number of cats 
received and adopted last year versus this year. 
These sobering numbers will hopefully lead pet own¬ 
ers to spay or neuter their cat and help spread the 
word about the importance of spaying and neutering, 
as well as encourage more cat lovers to adopt.

One Tough Job

The comment from Joe, my son’s tennis coach, surprised me. We had just talked about 
which group of tennis players Steve should practice with, and Joe must have sensed my con¬ 
cern for doing the right thing for my son.

Do we deserve God’s help? 

Le't’s face it, there are times when each of us is 
down in the dumps for one reason or another. Even if 
our problems don’t seem to be a big deal to other peo¬ 
ple, they can still overwhelm us.

If people are bad, we think it is 
fitting that they should suffer. If people are good and 
they suffer, we usually think along the lines "they don’t 
deserve that." If people are bad and they seem to get 
away with it, our sense of justice is outraged. 

Even though we may see the world this way, God 
does not. Psalm 103 says in part, The LORD is com¬ 
passionate and gracious, slow to anger, abound¬ 
ing in love. He does not treat us as our sins 
deserve. As a father has compassion on his chil¬ 
dren, so the LORD has compassion on those who 
fear Him; for He knows how we are formed, He 
remembers that we are dust. 

The people of Israel were hardly a people deserv¬ 
ing of God’dcompassion and help. Speaking through 
the prophet Isaiah, God said in no uncertain terms 
that the people of Israel had repeatedly let Him down. 
Hear O heavens! Listen o earth! For the LORD has 
spoken: "I have reared children and brought them 
up, but they have rebelled against Me. The ox 
knows his master and the donkey his owner’s 
manger, but Israel does not know, My people do 
not understand. ” 

Even though the people of Israel repeatedly 
sinned, God did not give them what they deserved. 
God still wanted to bless them. It was for that reason 
that God had raised up Isaiah to be a prophet in the 
first place. In the year that King Uzziah died, I saw 
the Lord seated on a throne, high and exalted, and 
the train of His robe filled the temple. 

Above Him were seraphs, each with six wings: 
With two wings they covered their faces, with two 
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they covered their feet, and with two they were fly¬ 
ing. And they were calling to one another: “Holy, 
holy, holy is the LORD Almighty; the whole earth 
is full of His glory.” At the sound of their voices 
the doorposts and thresholds shook and the tem¬ 
ple was filled with smoke. 

At first, the glory of God frightened Isaiah. Perhaps 
he thought that God would give Israel what they 
deserved. 'Woe to me!" I cried. “I am ruined! For I 
am a man of unclean lips, and I live among a peo¬ 
ple of unclean lips, and my eyes have seen the 
King, the LORD Almighty.” 

But God did not want to punish Israel. He wanted 
to draw them to Himself. “Then one of the seraphs 
flew to me with a live coal in his hand, which he 
had taken with tongs from the altar. With it he 
touched my mouth and said, “See, this has 
touched your lips; your guilt is taken away and 
your sin atoned for.” Then I heard the voice of the 
Lord saying, “Whom shall I send? And who will go 
for Us?” And I said, "Here am I. Send me!" 

In Jesus’ day, one.group of religious leaders was 
called Pharisees. They were big believers in the 
notion that people get what they deserve. While they 
believed that their own religious activities made them 
deserving of God’s blessings, they were also con¬ 
vinced that the average person deserved nothing 
other than God’s wrath. They were a pretty harsh 
bunch. 

On various occasions, some of the Pharisees met 
with Jesus. Some of them accused Jesus of misrep¬ 
resenting Himself and misrepresenting God. Others, 
however, seemed to be more willing to listen to Jesus 
and hear Him out. One such Pharisee was .a man 
named Nicodemus. He came to Jesus at night and 
said, "Rabbi, we know You are a teacher who has 
come from God. For no one could perform the 
miraculous signs You are doing if God were not 
with him. ” 

Apparently, at least some of the Pharisees realized 
that Jesus was really connected with God, but per¬ 
haps they were confused that Jesus did not say that 
people get what they deserve. They had forgotten 
what the Bible says about God in Psalm 103: He does 
not treat us as our sins deserve. 

So how does God treat us? The same way He 
always did, with love. Jesus said, “For God so loved 
the world that He gave His one and only Son, that 
whoever believes in Him shall not perish but have 
eternal life. For dod did not send His Son into the 
world to condemn the world, but to save the world 
through Him.”

The plaintiff, a 35 year-old woman, was at the 
defendant’s business premises when a young child in 
her care suddenly ran toward the door, which was 
open and located near a busy street. 

The plaintiff ran after the boy and tripped over the 
leg of an easel holding a menu. A privacy/decorative 
wall reportedly obscured the easel as the plaintiff ran 
along the confined space. 

The defendant argued that the easel was in plain 
sight and was open and obvious, and that the acci¬ 
dent did not cause all of the plaintiffs injuries. 

The plaintiff fractured her ankle and developed 
dystonia, which permanently contracted and made 
spasmodic a tendon in her foot. 

She underwent years of treatment and surgeries 
and her grossly deformed and painful foot reportedly 
will require further surgeries. 

The plaintiff was permanently disabled from any 
physical exertion involving her left foot; her net loss of 
earning capacity was approximately $1.4 million. She 
also incurred approximately $142,000.00 in hospital 
and medical bills. 

The plaintiff was awarded $834,000.00 with inter¬ 
est, which totals $1,334,400.00.

Update yomir appliances... 

New homeowners and long-time home dwellers 
alike may be faced with the need to shop for new 
appliances sooner or later. Whether you’re in the mar¬ 
ket for a new refrigerator, dishwasher, or central air, 
the variety of options for each appliance makes the 
choice less than easy. 

Rest assured that your appliance dollar is getting 
you a lot of bang for the buck: appliances are one of 
the best values around, especially if you calculate the 
per-day use of each one. 

For example, let’s say you spend $1,000 for a 
refrigerator and that you have it 15 years. If you divide 
the purchase price by 5,475 days, you kept your food 
cold and your ice cream frozen for about 18 cents a 
day. Not bad. Given that refrigerators last 10 to 18 
years - with some still going strong after 40 years - 
you might find that yours was even more a bargain. 

Refrigerators are the most energy-consuming 
appliance in your home, using $12 to $22 a month in 
energy. When you're shopping, look for the yellow 
label (either on the outside or inside) that tells what 
the appliance will cost in energy for 12 months. 

As you consider different models, make note of the 
best energy ratings. Remember to compare like-sized 
refrigerators: some of the larger models might con¬ 
sume more energy, but they can be more energy-effi¬ 
cient on a per-cubic-foot basis than some of the 
smaller ones. 

Stoves are a great buy, too, when you consider that 
they last 15 to 25 years. They consume energy at a 
rate somewhere between $.12 and $.35 an hour. Be 
sure to check out some of the newer convection mod¬ 
els; their energy ratings are impressive. 

A dishwasher costs about $.60 a load, and even if 
you don’t mind hand-washing the dinner plates, that’s 
quite a bargain. A good dishwasher will last eight to 12 
years and save you a bundle of time. 

A washer and dryer cost about $.50 a load and 
offer a savings of time and money that's unbeatable. 
Some of the newer models (especially front-loading 
types) conserve much more energy than the older 
models. A washer will last 1 # 0 to 12 years, while a 
dryer will tumble anywhere from 10 to 15 years. 

Central air, on the other hand, can be an energy 
gobbler in the appliance family. At about $.50 cents an 
hour, it can run up your utility bill. The life expectancy 
is roughly six to 10 years, though newer models can 
be expected to go a little longer. 

Whether you’re shopping for just a new dishwash¬ 
er, or outfitting your new home top-to-bottom with new 
appliances, you’ll be pleasantly surprised at the ener¬ 
gy efficiency of today’s models, as well as the savings 
in general over the models of just a few years ago.

A good reason to stop smoking . 

Recently I read two interesting articles in the 
Dynamic Chiropractic News pertaining to children. 
One was a study published int he Journal of the 
American Medical Association, which concludes that 
young children living in smoking households tend to 
get more cavities. 

Interesting idea. Reasearchers found that the inci¬ 
dence of cavities in deciduous teeth among children 
exposed to smoke daily was nearly double that of chil¬ 
dren from non-smoking households. The study 
involved 3,500 children from ages four to 11. So, 
what’s the reasoning here? Some explanations were: 

- Cigarette smoke lowers the immune response, 
allowing bacteria associated with tooth decay to pro¬ 
liferate. 

- Smoke irritates nasal membranes, leading to 
“mouth breathing,” which, in turn, dries the mouth and 
leaves less saliva available to counteract lactic acid 
build-up. 

Thus, another good reason to stop smoking! 

Another report'in the Journal of Pediatrics sug¬ 
gests that many children diagnosed with attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder (ADHD) may be just suf¬ 
fering from lack of sleep. 

The study found that about one-quarter of five- to 
seven-year-old children with mild symptoms of ADHD 
snored, suggesting a disturbed sleep pattern. The 
author noted that many children no longer require 
ADHD medication once sleep apnea has been 
addressed. Interesting. Something worth checking 
into.

Buffing out lens scratches 

Question: I dropped my glasses and scratched 
the lenses. Can the scratches be buffed out? 

This is probably the most commonly asked ques¬ 
tion to an optician. The answer is no. In theory, a 
scratch could be taken out with a polish or “buffing" 
process, however, a prescription lens is different. 

The prescription is ground into a lens through a 
process involving the surface curves. Altering the 
curves in any way (and buffing would) will change the 
prescription and ruin the lens. There is no polishing 
process known in the industry that will effectively take 
out scratches while keeping the prescription intact. 

Unfortunately, the only way to rid yourself of the 
annoying scratch is to replace the lens.

Can chiropractic help 
whiplash victims??? 

Question: My daughter was recently rear-ended in 
a multi-car crash. She may have whiplash. Can chiro¬ 
practic help? 

Answer: Has this ever happened to you? You are 
seated in your car, waiting at a stoplight. Suddenly, 
you hear a screeching of tires behind you and the 
harsh sound of metal hitting metal. 

Before you can brace yourself, you feel your car 
moving forward from some unseen force; you’ve been 
rear-ended! What happens in these few seconds can 
have tragic consequences. And what you do about it 
in the next hours, days, and weeks can forever affect 
your health. 

Most whiplash injuries occur while sitting stationary 
in your car. Upon impact, your body pushes deeply 
into your seat. Your head (momentarily isolated by 
your neck) delays its reaction while your body quickly 
reaches the limits of your seat. Then, your body 
instantly changes direction, moving forward to the lim¬ 
its of your seatbelt. Now, your head starts moving 
backward in the opposite direction! 

Unrestrained by a seatbelt, your head is jerked 
back and then forward beyond its normal limits. 
Everything seems to be happening in slow motion, yet 
you are unable to stop your head from whipping back¬ 
ward and then forward. First surprise. Then anger. 
Then pain. 

Don’t minimize your own injuries because your car 
has sustained little or no damage. An immediate chi¬ 
ropractic examination is essential. Pain pills won't 
heal inflamed tendons and ligaments. Muscle relaxers 
won't heal torn muscles. A cervical collar won’t restore 
a graceful, forward spinal curve.

Taste-tempting hamburgers ... 

Graduation parties are reigning supreme this 
month, and depending on the unpredictable weather 
conditions, these parties will entail outdoor cookouts. 
Cookouts ... what would they be without burgers? 

I remember sitting at the lunch counter years ago 
at the State Bowling Alley, staring at Paula Fortin and 
having a pepper burger; this is a hamburger that has 
green bell pepper ground in with the meat. Mr. Green 
would give lessons on the pool tables, and Mrs. 
Green would be handing out shoes and setting up 
lanes. The taste of those pepper burgers is still avail¬ 
able; they make them fresh every day at 90 Meat 
Outlet on Avocado Street in Springfield. 

So, when you put out that spread, it should feature 
regular hamburgs, pepper burgers, hot dogs, cole 
slaw, potato salad, iced tea, and Jello with the fruit 
cocktail mixed in. Notice I didn’t mention anything 
about how you need a beg. I know all of my younger 
readers are feeling betrayed, but there is too much 
boozing going on. Draw a line in the sand and don’t 
buy beer for these kids. Let them go to college; they 
will find the beer on campus (you can take that to the 
bank). 

If you want really good burgers, try this recipe. Mix 
in some Worcestershire sauce, chopped onion, and 
chopped fresh parsley. Try to hold back with the salt 
until the burgers are cooked; the salt (when the meat 
is raw);will draw moisture out of the burgers and ruin 
them. Another restaurant that is long gone is Pete's 
Hickory Hearth. His burgers were not hickory-cooked, 
but I just liked the place and the burgers were good. 
Another favorite of mine was Abdow’s Big Boy 
Restaurants with their car hops and really good dou¬ 
ble burgers. 

Speaking of double burgers, you can try and make 
them yourself. You just need to buy the smaller and 
thinner patties and use two on a bun. Also, use a cup 
and cut the center out of a slice of white bread to go 
in the middle. To seasoned salt, add some tumeric 
and a bit of curry powder; just a little of these two 
spices will add some mystery to your season mix. 

The sauce is fairly easy - add a little pre-made 
Hollandaise to jarred Thousand Island dressing (just 
a bit so you mask and don’t change the flavor). 

A different tasting burger is a steamed hamburger. 
The only place I know of that makes this is Green's on 
Page Boulevard in Springifeld. Stop in a try a 
steamed burger and some hand-cut fries. 

Last but certainly not least, if you are on the “burg¬ 
er quest" this summer, a trip is needed to the Country 
Diner on Hazard Avenue (Route 190) in Enfield, 
Connecticut. There, you will be able to purchase a 
buffalo burger. Yeah, it’s made with real buffalo meat 
... namely, Canadian bison meat. No hormones, no 
medicines - just all-natural buffalo burgers. 

So, have a great summer and have a burger for 
me. I like them medium rare with sliced sweet onion, 
horseradish, pickles, a little mayo, and topped off with 
some sizzled-on-the-grill, very thinly sliced ham. 
Ooooh, now that’s a burger! I just had one at 
Antonio’s on State Street in Springfield. 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude" - it is not 
what you’re eating that’s most important... it is whom 
you’re dining with!

It took 1,600 men for the white stripes, 
1,900 men for the red stripes, 1,800 men for the stars, 
and about 3,400 men for the blue field.

For Kathy Mouneimneh, 
teaching is all about the kids

Agawam High English teacher Kathy Mouneimneh 
graduated from Classical High School and then 
attended Holyoke Community College, earning a 
degree in early childhood education. 

She took a year to work as an aide in a media 
reading program in West Springfield. She then earned 
a bachelor of arts in English from the University of 
Massachusetts with certification to teach by the time 
she graduated. 

She met her husband, Gus, who was studying 
chemistry at UMass, and they were married by the 
beginning of Kathy’s last semester.

A Father’s Day message 

Walking into a card store, I notice all types of cards 
for dads. Yes, it’s that time of year again. Father’s Day 
is fast approaching. But the thought of the day gives 
me pause. Just what does make a father? 

Is it the person who fathered the child? Not neces¬ 
sarily. It is only that person if he is the one who nur¬ 
tures the child, who unquestionably loves the child, 
who reaches out to the child with warmth and words. 

Being a dad is an awesome responsibility. One has 
to be a doctor, a teacher, a friend, a role model, a dis¬ 
ciplinarian, and a haven. Wow! So many hats to wear.

Four-run 1st springboards Agawam Higln 
baseball over Westfield for WMass, title 


Using the old-fashioned combination of timely hit¬ 
ting, timely pitching, and speed, the Agawam High 
baseball Brownies won their second Western 
Massachusetts Division I title in five years on a beau¬ 
tiful Monday evening at Chicopee’s historic Szot Park 
in convincing fashion, 8-3 over the third-seeded 
Westfield High Bombers. 

The victory was a landmark one for six-year Coach 
Peter Clark. Clark became the first AHS baseball 
coach ever to take two sectional titles, with the first 
coming in his second season at the helm back in 
I 999 . 

But the crown four years ago little resembled the 
2003 championship. This time around, the Brownies 
came into the tournament as league champions, the 
number one seed, and advanced to the finals in 
wrecking ball fashion with lop-sided routs in the quar¬ 
terfinals, 17-zip over Cathedral, and the semi-finals, 
18-4 over fourth-seeded Chicopee Comp. 

So, make that 43 runs in three tournament outings 
for the Brownies as they prepare at presstime to take 
on Central Massachusetts champs Marlboro High (18- 
3) in the state Dl semi-finals at presstime, 
Wednesday, June 11th, again at the friendly confines 
of Szot Park in Chicopee (weather permitting). 

AHS has never won a state baseball championship 
and the kids and Clark believe they have the right stuff 
to do so in 2003.

“I feel jubilant. We have a bunch of good kids who 
come out for this program. They have all deserved this 
WMass. title,” noted Clark. 

After the Westfield win, the Brownies have reeled 
off 12 straight to hit the 20-3 mark. 

This was the third time AHS had stopped Westfield 
this season, and that’s not an easy thing to do. The 
Bombers ended at 14-8. 

And did the top seeds in the orange and brown play 
like frontrunners do. They pounded out 12 hits, saw a 
great performance on the hill by junior ace Jeff 
Neilsen (8 innings, 10 strikeouts, 4 walks, 2 unearned 
runs), and raced around the bases like it was a little 
league game. 

In all, the Brownies stole nine bases. That is an 
incredible stat considering this was a championship 
game. 

"I was pumped up when our guys scored those four 
runs in the first inning. They spotted me a lot,” was 
Neilsen’s take during the wild post-game celebration. 

Added All-Scholastic senior captain Matt Rheault, 
who called another solid game behind the plate, “It 
was a typical Jeff Neilsen performance. He hit his 
spots and used his head out there.” 

The four runs in the first inning was just a continu¬ 
ation of Agawam’s lop-sided quarterfinal and semifinal 
routs. The locals sent 10 hitters to the plate on three 
hits and four walks to get the festivities going. 


Clark also utlized something he was very high on 
during his pre-season discussions about his 2003 
team - its superior speed. The base-stealing greatly 
enhanced Agawam's opportunities to manufacture 
runs while putting tremendous pressure on the 
Bombers in the field. 

In a 4-0 hole so early, the Westfield nine was in 
deep trouble. They had only one hit after three frames 
and just five overall, which didn’t help ace Bobby 
Carrington. Going in, this guy was considered one of 
the top hurlers in the region, but his back was ailing 
and he left in the third inning after allowing all four 
earned runs on three hits and six walks. 

Westfield did nick Neilsen in the fourth off a two-out 
error followed by a single to cut the AHS advantage to 
4-1. 

The Brownies immediately responded in the bot¬ 
tom of the frame with a deuce. A leadoff single by All- 
Schoiastic third baseman Corey Federico (3-4, 2 runs 
scored) started the rally. 

Sophomore designated hitter T.J. Hamilton cracked 
another single, and Rheault sacrificed Federico home. 
Senior leftfielder Mario Maloni singled to left, sending 
Hamilton to third. With one out and runners at the cor¬ 
ners, junior first baseman Justin Perry, sporting a 
bulging .500 batting average after two tournament

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DI semifinal win over Comp just more of 
the same for AHS baseball, 18-4

Chicopee Comprehensive High School might have 
learned its lesson when it played Agawam High base¬ 
ball way back in early April. 

The Colts were demolished by 20 runs in a game 
called after five innings when both coaches agreed 
enough was enough. 

The Colts recovered nicely and ended at 14-6 for 
the regular schedule and won the Valley Wheel to 
receive a fourth seed in the Western Massachuesetts 
Division I Tournament. The Brownies went on to a 17- 
3 overall slate, grabbed the very tough Valley League 
flag going away, and then were awarded the top seed 
in the DI tourney. 

So when Comp and the white-hot Brownies met in 
the DI semifinals last Wednesday afternoon at 
Chicopee’s historic Szot Park, Comp was hoping that 
April whipping was simply an apparition. 

But the Brownies have inflicted nightmares on the 
opposition in this 2003 tournament and the semifinal 
was more of the same. The orange and brown ran the 
scoreboard silly once again (17-0 over Cathedral in 
the quarterfinals) in an overwhelming 18-4 romp. 

This set the stage for the WMass. DI championship 
game between the 19-3 Brownies and the 15-7 
Westfield High Bombers (see related story). 

Against Comp, the Brownies were having a blast 
on both offense and defense. Coach Peter Clark sent 
undefeated junior lefty Justin Perry to the hill. 

The big guy shut down the Colts in the first inning, 
which was highlighted by an outstanding throw from 
sophomore leftfielder Andrew Wakelee to All- 
Scholastic junior catcher Matt Rheault at the plate. 
Wakelee’s laser cut down a Comp runner and set the 
stage for the coming onslaught. 

“I double-pumped on that play and still was able to 
get the runner,” was Wakelee’s take on the play after¬ 
wards. 

Following the semifinal rout, the Brownies total 35 
runs in two tournament games on 29 hits. The oppo¬ 
sition scored just four times. 

Agawam drew first blood in its half of the frame. 
The locals tallied three runs on four hits. The big blow 
was a two-run, two-out double by Perry (3-5, 2 dou¬ 
bles, 4 RBI’s, 2 runs scored) to help his own pitching 
effort. 


After Perry got out of another mini-jam in the sec¬ 
ond, the Brownies extended the lead to 6-zip by scor¬ 
ing three more times, all with two outs. The hammer in 
this one came from senior second baseman Mario 
Maloni (2-5, 3 RBI’s). He bashed a triple. 

Comp finally got on the board in the top of the.third 
with a pair of runs on a single, double, and wild pitch. 

Up 6-2, Agawam put it away in its half of the third. 
Eight batters went to the plate and four runs scored. 
Sophomore designated hitter T.J. Hamilton (2-5, 3 
RBI’s, 2 runs) dealt the dagger with a base-clearing 
double. 

When the smoke cleared, it was 10-2, AHS. 

Perry sent the Colts down in the fourth and the 
Brownies tacked on a singleton for an 11-2 lead. 

After a scoreless fifth, Clark called upon Wakelee 
to get some mound work in to save Perry for another 
day. Perry finished his five-inning stint by allowing 
three hits on eight walks and two earned runs. Perry 
went back to his familiar first base space. 

Wakelee, another of those returning arms in Clark’s 
corral for next season, blanked Comp in the top of the 
six and the Brownies scored a lone run in the bottom 
of the frame. The run came when Wakelee walked 
and senior Mike Bachini sacrificed him home from 
third on a fly-out to the outfield. 

Make that a 12-2 lead and all 12 of Agawam's runs 
so far came with two gone. 

Yet Agawam was far from done. In the seventh, 
they lived large again by plating six more runs on four 
more hits. Perry smacked his second two-run double 
of the game during the assault. 

The eighth frame went scoreless and then Wakelee 
was pulled (3 innings, 0 hits, 2 whiffs, 5 walks) by 
Clark in favor of senior Shawn McKeever. He mopped 
up but a leadoff walk, a single, another walk, and an 
error led to a couple of meaningless runs and the final 
18-4 spread. 

McKeever fanned two Comp hitters to end it. 

Also getting into the offensive fireworks for the 
Brownies were Rheault (3 hits) and Wakelee (2 hits). 

“We played well for the second game in a row after 
our 17-0 win over Cathedral in the quarterfinals. We're 
ready,” Clark added during the post-game hoopla. 
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games, sent a flyball to right to plate Hamilton for the 
6-1 lead. 

With Neilsen still cruising, the Brownies scored 
their seventh run in the bottom of the sixth. 

Rheault reached on a throwing error from short to 
first. The quick catcher stole second and went to third 
when the throw from the plate sailed into the outfield. 
Rheault scampered home on a wild pitch. 

Trailing 7-1, time was running out for the Bombers. 
They managed to record another unearned run in the 
eighth. An error and Neilsen’swild pitch brought them 
to 7-2. 

As usual, AHS answered the challenge. With one 
gone in the bottom of the frame, Maloni (2-3, 2 runs 
scored) singled and stole second. The senior was 
driven home by a single to center by senior captain 
and centerfielder Dave Bienia (1-4, RBI). It was 8-2. 

Clark then called it an evening for Neilsen. In from 
the bullpen came sophomore Kyle Perry. “I wasn’t 
tired, but the move was okay. Everything went well for 
me and the team,” said Neilsen. 

Added Clark, “I have some good pitchers here on 
the bench. We don’t mind using them at all.” 

After a leadoff out, Perry walked the next batter, 
who then went to third on a double. He scored on a 
fielder’s choice. 

Perry then pinned his ears back and dusted the 
next Bomber at the plate and the game was instantly 
over and AHS had its title.

The Agawam High boys’ lacrosse team’s season 
came to a close on Thursday, June 5th, after a tough 
loss to Longmeadow in the Western Massachusetts 
Division I semifinals. 

Although the Brownies fell 10-0 against this 
lacrosse powerhouse, their accomplishments this 
season far outweigh the disappointment of the loss. 
Agawam had several first-time events in the pro¬ 
gram’s history that displayed the benefits of their hard 
work this year.

“Mike had an outstanding season," said the coach. 
"He really proved himself as one of the best defend¬ 
ers in Western Mass.” 


St. George was also proud of the defensive work by 
seniors such as Dan Gomes, Paul Lagasse, and John 
Tisdell. 

“Our defense was really the heart and soul of the 
team this year,” said the coach. 

One player who had a truly outstanding season 
was senior Keith Cosimini, who made over 220 saves 
in net. Cosimini finished with a 72-percent save ratio. 

“Keith really stepped up this year and had a great 
season,” commented St. George. 

Other seniors who added to Agawam’s success 
this season were David Cowan and Ryan Zaczynski. 

Although Agawam is losing a good number of sen¬ 
iors this year, next season looks promising with a lot 
of returning players with plenty of experience. 

Among them are players like Adam Corbin, 
Anthony DiMaio, Alex Ellsworth, Dan Mancini, and 
Chris Nyman, who all played big roles this season. 

“We have a good number of players coming back 
who have a lot of talent and a lot of experience," said 
St. George. 

“These players, added to those coming in from the 
junior varsity squad, should be able to have another 
successful season as long as everybody continues to 
work hard.” 

In the end, Agawam appears on the verge of being 
a real player in high school lacrosse, something that 
St. George knows is due to the effort and hard work 
put forth by his charges. 

“As a whole, this was truly a very enjoyable season. 
It was really a pleasure to coach these guys,” con¬ 
cluded St. George.

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Class of 2003 will be sorely missed by Agawam 
High School’s track and field teams next year 


While no Agawam High track and field performer 
was able to advance to the All-New England 
Championships after last Saturday’s (June 7th) soggy 
Massachusetts All-State Championships at Nowell 
High School on Boston’s South Shore, Coaches Dan 
Pryce (girls) and Bill Dillon (boys) readily acknowl¬ 
edge that the loss of many key school record-holding 
performers from the class of 2003 will put the 2004 
indoor and outdoor teams into a rebuilding mode. 

Six Brownie girls - All-Scholastic senior captain 
Kaitlin Sardella (800 meters), All-Scholastic senior 
Andrea Babbin (pole vault, 4 x 100 meter relay), All- 
Scholastic junior Katie Malloy (high jump), senior 
Angela Buendo (4 x 100 meter relay), senior captain 
Becky Carey (4 x 100 meter relay), and freshman 
Lauren Surprenant (4 x 100 meter relay) - competed 
at the All-State Meet. The lone Brownie boy to partic¬ 
ipate was junior Peter Midura, the Western Mass. 
800-meter champ. 

Sardella finished 12th overall to lead the Brownies. 
The top six in each event go on to the New England 
Championships. 

“There is no question both the girls’ team and the 
boys’ team will need to fill many holes next winter and 
spring,” noted Pryce, who serves as the indoor coach 
for both squads and as the outdoor coach for the girls. 

“We are losing many seniors who have been instru¬ 
mental members of this program for the past four 
years, and many of them are leaving with multiple 
school records, either individually or as a member of 
a relay team,” added Pryce. 

The girls’ team, for example, has shared the indoor 
league championship in 2001, 2002, and 2003, and 
tied for the outdoor league flag in 2001 and 2002. The 
boys were undefeated during the winter of 2002-2003 
and won the Pioneer title before finishing second at 
the Western Mass. Championships. The girls were 
third in the team standings at this year’s Western 
Mass. Outdoor Championships (held at Holyoke High 
School), and were runners-up to Cathedral at the 
WMass. Indoor Championships in 2001. 

For the class of 2003, Sardella became the 
school’s all-time leader in school records with five - 
600 meters (1:44.35), 4 x 800 meter relay, 4 x 400 
meter relay, sprint medley relay, and most recently 
broke a 13 year-old record in the 800-meter run 
(2:21.28). She held a sixth school record in the 1,000- 
meter run before it was broken by teammate Jodie 
Pfau at the WMass. Indoor Championships in 
February. 

While leading the team in indoor scoring this past 
winter, Sardella was a member of three straight Steele 
Relay team titles, including the 4 x 800 in 2001 and 
consecutive sprint medley titles in 2002 and 2003 
(where she ran the 800 meters). 

Next in line for the class of ‘03 is All-Scholastic and

multi-talented Danielle Cirillo with four school records 
- 300-meter hurdles (48.24 seconds), 300-meter dash 
(45 seconds), sprint medley relay (with two Steele 
Relay titles, where she ran a 200-meter leg), and the 
4 x 400 meter relay. 

Cirillo led the outdoor team in scoring as both a jun¬ 
ior and as a senior. She also owns a Steele Relay win 
in the triple jump with Adrienne Brodowski and senior 
Katie Baum in the 2002 competition.* 

Senior class members with two school records 
each include Andrea Babbin, Jodie Pfau, and Becky 


Carey. 

Babbin holds the pole vault mark (10 feet) and 55- 
meter dash (7.72 seconds), and will also be missed in 
the 100-meter dash and the long jump. 

Pfau is the 1,000-meter record-holder as men¬ 
tioned above (3:16.7), as well as a record-holder in 
the 4 x 800 meter relay. She also was a solid 800- 
meter runner throughout her four years. 

Carey is a member of two relay marks - the 4 x 400 
meters and the sprint medley (where she ran the 400- 
meter leg). 

Senior Angela Buendo is a single record-holder in 
the sprint medley (ran a 200-meter leg), and she will 
be sorely missed as a 100-meter dash specialist. 

Girls returning in 2003-2004 who own school 
records include junior Adrienne Brodowski, 4 x 200 
meter relay; junior Brie Nicklaw, 4 x 200 meter relay; 
sophomore Catherine Andrew, two-mile run (12:43); 
sophomore Jackie Svadeba, 4 x 200 meter relay; 
freshman Lauren Surprenant, 4 x 200 meter relay; 
and freshman Julie Persico, 4 x 400 meter relay.

On the boys’ side, two-year team leader and All- 
Scholastic senior captain John Slachetka owns four 
school records - 55-meter dash (6.5 seconds), 300- 
meter dash (37.08 seconds), 4 x 200 meter relay, and 
the sprint medley relay. 

Slachetka led the team in indoor scoring this past 
winter and was second in outdoor competition this 
spring, but a hamstring injury kept him out of several 
late-season meets (as well as the WMass. 
Championships, where he may have won a title). This 
guy also long jumped and high jumped for the 
Brownies and performed on a high level in the sprint 
relays. 

All-Scholastic senior Ryan McGurn, the team 
leader in scoring this spring, holds school records in 
the 55-meter high hurdles (8.38 seconds) and the 4 x 
200 meter relay. McGurn, like Slachetka, went down 
with an injury (knee) that badly hampered him at 
WMass. McGurn will be missed as a high jumper, 
triple jumper, and javelin thrower, as well as a mem¬ 
ber of the relay teams. 

Senior Mike DeFilippi is a member of one school 
record, the 4 x 800 meter relay. DeFilippi doubled as 
a miler and two-miler for *he Brownies and long 
jumped. 

Leading the Brownies next spring will be junior 
Peter Midura, a holder of four school records - 600 
meters (1:30.3), 1,000 meters (2:43.66), sprint medley 
relay, and 4 x 800 meter relay. Other returning school 
record-holders will be sophomore Nick Gurau, 4 x 800 
meter relay, and junior Randy Carlton, 4 x 800 meter 
relay.

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AHS volleyball falls in state semifinals 
to St. John’s; finishes 2003 at 18-4 


The great run by the volleyballers from Agawam 
High School ended for the second consecutive year at 
the Massachusetts Division I schoolboy semifinals, 
when defending state champs St. John’s Danvers 
stopped the Brownies in three straight games, 30-22, 
30-17, and 30-20. 

The Brownies entered the state semifinals after 
posting an upset victory over previously undefeated 
Minnechaug Regional in the Western Mass, champi¬ 
onship game to annex their second straight sectional 
title. 

Prior to the 3-0 stunner over Minnechaug, the 
Brownies overcame an 0-2 deficit against undefeated 
and number-two seeded Westfield High in the 
Western Mass, semifinals for a dramatic 3-2 win. 

This time, however, the Brownies ran into a tall and 
talented buzzsaw known as St. John’s Prep at 
Assumption College's Plourde Gymnasium. While it 
was a competitive match, the Brownies were under 
the eight ball from the outset. 

“Even with the great effort the team gave, it was not 
enough against a very powerful St. John’s team,” 
Agawam Coach Pat Demers said afterwards. “The 
kids played a match with all heart and they never gave 
up. They fought until the very last points were scored. 
The team dove and rolled to get every ball. We came 
in as the best team from the western part of the state, 
and we made an exc,eflent account of ourselves.” * 

St. John’s left the semifinal with a 23-1 record 
before losing its state title to Central Mass, champ 
Millis last Saturday night on the campus of UMass- 
Dartmouth. 

The Brownies completed their 2003 championship 
season at 18-4 and reached the WMass. title game for 
the third consecutive season. In 2002, the Brownies 
captured the school’s first-ever sectional title in vol¬ 
leyball in a five-game thriller over Athol after falling to 
Ludlow High in the 2001 title game. 

The Brownies faced the huge front line of St. 
John’s (including a 6’6" hitter) without the services of 
6’3” senior Mike Lalli, the team’s big man. Lalli tore lig¬ 
aments in his ankle in the semifinal win over 
Westfield. 

“There’s no doubt that the absence of Mike Lalli 
hurt us, especially against such a tall and skilled team 
like St. John’s,” said Demers. “They had a huge size

advantage over us and took full advantage of it.” 

St. John’s jumped on the Brownies immediately in 
the opening game before the outside hitting of senior 
Alex V. Vilkovoy began to settle the Brownies into a 
comfortable rhythm. The serving of All-Scholastic sen¬ 
ior Bill Cochran found a few holes in the St. John’s 
defense, as did All-Scholastic senior and captain 
Chad Farrington (on the weak side). 

However, the excellent blocking by St. John’s-con¬ 
tinually kept the scrambling Brownies at bay and it 
was over at 22-30. 

Although they lost 17-30 in the second game, the 
Brownies kept it close for a while and took advantage 
of some inconsistent serving by St. John's. The 
Brownies attempted to attack the middle after acquir¬ 
ing an early advantage. But St. John’s response was 
in its 6’6” player, who almost singlehandedly blocked 
and bottlenecked the Brownies’ attempt for a come¬ 
back. 

Alex V. Vilkovoy, senior Bob DeGray, and substitute 
Jesse Clausofi all played well despite the constant 
pressure applied by St. John’s. 

“We just never gave up. They challenged us over 
and over again, and we continued to give a great 
effort,” said Demers. 

In Agawam’s last gasp to prolong the match, it was 
tied at 16-all in the third game. Senior captain Chris 
Holl and senior Ian Hamlett each played huge roles by 
putting away some key attacks to keep the Brownies 
in the match. 

Junior captain Matt Hartmann also answered the 
bell by running the middle to keep the St. John’s play¬ 
ers perplexed for a spell before they regrouped in a 
big way down the stretch. 

St. John's scored 14 of the next 20 points to seal 
the deal. 

“Our seniors again gave a great account of them¬ 
selves,” Demers noted. "We played defense as a 
team all season, but St. John’s just overpowered us at 
times. I know the boys were disappointed, but to win 
a second-straight Western Mass, title is quite an 
accomplishment for them." 

Agawam’s team chemistry also carried it through¬ 
out the season, with Holl, Farrington, Lalli, DeGray, 
Alex V. Vilkovoy, Hamlett, and Cochran - the seven

Justin Coelho launches Agawam High School 


boys’ lacrosse into uncharted waters

Agawam High senior Justin Coelho, is now. a part 
of the Brownies’ athletic history. An outstanding 2003 
season under his belt, Justin has become the all-time 
leading scorer for AHS boys' lacrosse. 

With 35 goals and 21 assists for the year, Justin 
gained the school record and was among the league 
leaders in the Division I Western Massachusetts 
Valley League. 

“It was the best season I ever had,” said Justin. "It 
was really amazing to be a league leader and to be 
the leading scorer in Agawam’s history.” 

The story of this monumental season for Justin is 
one where the benefits of hard work and the ability 
paid big-time dividends. Having never played lacrosse 
prior to high school, Justin did not even start playing 
until his sophomore year when he played on the jun¬ 
ior varsity squad. 

“Having never picked up a lacrosse stick in my life, 
to now be in my senior year and be one of the leading 
scorers in.my league was just an incredible level of 
improvement,” stated Justin. 

But Justin is also quick to avoid taking full credit for 
his accomplishments this season. “I came a long way 
from sophomore year, but I don't think I could have 
done that on any other team or with any other friends 
than my teammates.” 

Lacrosse Coach Nick St. George is also impressed 
with Justin’s progress as a player. "His confidence 
level in the sport really came a long ways in that three- 
year period,” commented St. George. 

Coinciding with Justin’s superb year was an out¬ 
standing season for the AHS lacrosse team. Some of 
the squad’s accomplishments include a league title, 
beating two programs for the first time in the team's 
history, and gaining their first ever postseason victory 
(Division I quarterfinal). 

“We had a real great season,” said Justin. "We 
played hard all year and never gave up even when we 
dropped a few tough games.” 

Justin is referring to somewhat of a midseason 
slump the Brownies had. At one point in the year, 
Agawam was 4-6 in its overall record and things were 
not looking up for the team. 

But the team did a complete "180” and started win¬ 
ning some big games in mid-May to return to a win¬ 
ning record, eventually overcoming first-place 
Westfield High School to earn a league title. 

“We really got it together and we were able to win 
our league and it turned out to be one of the teams’ 
biggest and most successful seasons,” said Justin. 

Throughout the Brownies’ successes, Justin 
proved himself as an integral part of the team and as 
a major factor in Agawam’s achievements. St. George 
totally agreed. "The team came to rely on him a lot in 
games.- He generated offense on his own and was a 
great shooter,” said St. George. “When he did well in 
a game, that meant the team as a whole did well." 

Justin’s major role leading the attack became even 
more apparent as the season wound down. He was 
the team’s leading scorer in their last three regular 
season games, two of which the team won. 

The first of the three was against first-place 
Westfield where Justin had three goals in the 
Agawam’s 7-6 overtime victory. The victory put 
Agawam and Westfield in a tie for first place. The sec-

ond was in a closely fought, 6-5 loss against 
Longmeadow High, the Division I runners-up, where 
Coelho finished with two goals, including a fourth- 
quarter goal that boosted the team’s spirits and led 
them to a 5-5 tying goal (courtesy of junior Steve 
Forni).

In the Brownies’ final regular season game, Justin 
led the team in scoring for the third straight game, this 
time against Agawam’s long-time rivals West 
Springfield.

Stance width... 


Here, as always, the middle road is the wise road. 

With a driver, one should stand so that the feet are 
placed apart the width of the shoulders as measured 
from outside the shoulders to the inside of the feet. 
Lines drawn from just outside the shoulders will inter¬ 
sect the ground at the insides of the feet. 

The stance width diminishes as the club gets short¬ 
er to the point where (with a wedge) the feet should 
be clearly within the shoulders.
